On -the other hand, Mitchell’s greatest 
enemy is himself. Certainly he does not 
worry much about, other people and what 
their-intentions are towards him, but he 
is concerned’ about the possible: tricks 
that his inner self may play. There.is no 
finer, strikes of the ‘ballin the world, 
none .who can hit with greater: power, 
with more delicacy of tonch, and display 
better finesse in shot production And 


sense of deep apprehension and of 
timidity. These are ‘common human 
traits, fatal, however, to real, lasting 
success in first-class golf, and, for that 
matter, in any.other walkeof life.  . 

~ Compston's mental attitude is the very 
antithesis of.this. What he say to him- 
self is, in effect, this:.

It “sounds horribly ‘egotistical, 
but it is ‘the creed that has brought 
success to Hagen, who honestly believes 
that he can beat any man single-handed.

~ MORE BORDER - INCIDENTS. 


| POLICE FIRED AT “AND. COOLIES 
‘ROBBED OF RICE. 

Reports of two further’ incidents occur. 
ting on the border of the New Territory 
reached Police Headquarters, yesterday. 
In one instance police .on patro! duty 
were fired at by strikers: and the same 
day ‘a party of coolies carrying @ quan- 
‘tity of rice were intercepted by pickets 
and ordered ta take it into Chinese 
territory. ° : 

From the report received, it appears 
that on Monday morning, ‘about 10.30, 
Lance-Sergeant Simpson and Lance-Ser-, 
geant Whitby were patrolling along the 
banks of the Shum Chun river, on, .the 
British side, when four or fixe shots were 
fired at them by strikers stationed on the 
Chinese bank of the’ river. The police, 
who were not hit, replied to the fre by 
discharging about 90° rounds and. it was 
thought that one of the strikers was hit 
by « bullet. wed . v 

On the same day, about noon, a party 
of coolies conveying about fifty piculs of 
rica from Liu Pok to, Lok Ma Chau were 
intercepted about halfway between these 
two" points by three strike ‘pickets who 
were armed with rifles and had evidently 
crossed the river from. the Chinese side 
to the British bank..~ They ordered “the 
frightened coolics’to carry the rice actoss 
the river into Chinese, territorf, where 
they confiscated it.

Yesterday afternoon ‘at the Central} 
Magistracy, Mr, R. E. Lindsell, sitting as 
Coroner with a jury, concluded the en- 
quiry—commenced. the previous weck- - 
into .the circumstances of the unfortunate 
man’s death, oe . o- 
The previous’ week the evidence show- 
ed that the police were” satisfied ‘nt. the 
time of the ‘discovery of the bedy that 
the man. had committed suicide, but 
medical evidence given by “Mr, EL P. 
Minett (Government Bacteriologist) 
favoured the opposite opinion. Dr.’ 
Minett then stated that from the posi- 
tion of the wounds in the throat, their 
depth,-the position in which the decenued 
was lying and the force which would be 
required to deliver x blow with the chop-' 
per to cause such severe wounds, it was’ 
highly -improbable that the wounds were 
self-inflicted. He further stated that, 
while it was possible that the deceased 
had committed “suicide, it did not seem 
likely, and he’ favoured ‘the theory of 
homicide. we, ey ae 
Yesterday evidence gwase given ky -2 
number of Chinese witnesses who occu- 
pied bunks in the same room as deceased. 
Their evidence went to show .that the 
deceased ‘was'on good terms with the 
other occupiers of the floor and that there 
hac been no quarrels, On the night in 
question the doom was bolted and until 
the morning, when they went out to. drink 
ten, it wqs not opened, again. As far as 
thoy"knew no strunger had. entered the 
room. One witness stated’ that deceased 
had. complained previously of ill-health. 
TheCoroner, addressing the jury, said 
jt was for them’ to consider, in finding 
their verdict, whether it was a case. of 
suicide or homicide. All’ the evidence, 
npart from that given by Dr. Minett, went 
to show that:it was suicide. From the

WE SLEEP..TOO MUCH?

Yn an effort to determine how long the 


human brain can function without aleep, 
experiments have been . conducted. at 
George Washington ‘University with o 
specially selected group of 
giving some, interesting . results, ‘and: 
‘showing that lack of ‘sleep, while tem- 
porarily inconvenient, leaves no lusting 
effects, ‘The belief of an increasing num- 
ber’ of American  psychalogists that ‘the 
human race, sleeps too much serms to: be 
confirmed’, by the presont experiments, 
It is the growing ‘contention of paycho- 
logiats that people sleep. mora to ovdr- 
-come the endul of keeping awake and 
having nothing to'do than to recuperate 
their physical powors. | * 

Of course, it is aumitted that physical 
reauscitation necessitates a”. cerwwin 
amount of sleep;'but man, it is argued, 
ought ‘to. habituate. nimselr to ax hours’ 
rest in bed. , seore than this is unneces- 
sary, and in many vases lesg 1s enough. 
‘Yhe human race 13 on the way to more 
work, nop lesa, according to psychological 
predictions, tor the only way Mankind 
can: produce mere goods and . satisfy 
more completely ‘his increasing” desires 
is.t@-do more work... When mas , keeps 
hard ot work he needs luss sleep, and #0 
the future citizens of the world will.

» The tests at George-Washington Univer: { 


sity were made on six men and three 
women. Two of.'tho men went without 
sleep.for eighty hours; three of, the men 
and all of the women went without sleep’ 
for sixty hours;.and the ninth person; 
Dr. William Middleton, ‘used as a: con- 
trol subject, “gave ine after forty-two 
‘hours, After’ the experiments were 
finished, eight to tea hours’ sleep were 
sufficient. to refresh ,the experimenters 
and to restore ‘them to nermal, 

Every known device was employed to 
prevent: tho subjecta falling . asleep. 
They danced, sang, ‘went swimming and 
running, drove motor-cars, talked, read, } 
played games,-.and; drank various 
stimulants. The most effective ways of 
keeping awake, it was found, were to 
engage in bodily motion, and to-cnt, 
though sparingly. After forty-five hours 
of wakefulness it, became difficult" to 
drive a motor-car. It wag. almost im- 
possible to keep the drivers awake. be, 
tween the forty-fifth and Aftieth: hours. 
But thereafter they seemed slowly to 
recover, and after. fifty-five hours it was 
‘noticeable. that’ an’ incregicd alertiess 
while at the whcel developed. The dréw- 
siness wag shaken off with | less effort, 
and the experimenters drove better on the 
third night than: on the second, The 
psychologists are unable to explain this 
phenomenon. pte A tet 

_A special test was made on the popular 
belief that. coffee keeps one awake. , ‘The 
formal report on this point gays:— 

“Caffeine proved a disappotatmen 
s stimulant throughout the teats... It, was 
given'to four of tho students to check 
itg stimulative’ powers, while ‘the others 
abstained from: its ust, Those taking 
the drug’ fared no better than those who 
did. not. However, when two. of the 
students who bad nover used it before, 
either’ in the experiment ‘or at any 
previous time, were given caffeins gn. the 
third night it acte) a8 a stimulant."’. 

All of thos participating in the test 
‘found it harder to keep awake after 
fasting for a while than after: having 
eaten. Professor F. A. Mose, who direet- 
ed the experiment; is of the cpinion 
that, to an extent. thik may have -been 
caused by the annoyance of two desizes— 
for sleep “and food—operating at’ the 
same time, The more sleepy the subjects’ 
became the more annoyance they showed 
and the more they insisted on” having 
their.owg way. Thus, whilo being used 
in the motor-car. test, they. would.-con- 
Btantly try to take the right of, way. 
Displays of irritability’ would have heen 
more noticeable if the students had. ‘not 
been of sclected type and had not ‘exer- 
ciged self-control. , : :

The motion was defeated by’®,, 
yotes to’ 9, after a. discussion in’ which 
the Bishop of Birmingham deseribed the 
present “ cultus'” of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment as ‘a. recrudescence of fetish wor- 
ship ’-.a pronouncement which drew 
vigorous protests from - the Bishop_of 
London and the Bishop of St. Albans. The 
House oaventually decided in favour of 
the principle that no change he intro- 
duced in any parish without the goodwill 
of the peonle‘as represented by the Paro- 
chial Church ‘Council—any dispute being 
referred to the Bishop—nnd; that no 
minister should be compelled to make, use 
of the new provisions of the measure. . 


' PRIMATE AND LARGE. ISSUES. 
' MORE THAN 800 MEMORIALS. 


“The Archbishop of Canterbury who pre 
sided touched on his own sense of the 
gravity and solemnity of presiding at o 
moment of ‘such bigh importance in Eng- 
lish Church history. Foremost among 
their distinctive, characteristics as a 
National Church of” England. was their 
noble heritage, the Book of Common 
Prayer. An hour had come when, as 
diocesan Bishops of England, they, were 
called upon to say authoritatively whether 
the Prayer Book, with its two and a half 
centuries of practically unaltered use, was 
to be revised, and, if so, whit degree of 
alteration either in its rules or phraseo- 
logy ought in their judgment to be made. 
Large issues might turn on what they said 
and did, and that not merely for .the 
Church’s«feace, but-for the better effici- 
ency of the Church’s power to do God’s 


work in the world. His Grace was cer-]} 


tain tnat they all felt’ that their justifica- 
tion in going forward with courage aod 
hope was their deliberate belief that they 
werd supported by the prayers of thou- 
sands: of tueir fellow-countrymen and 
fellow-Churchmen. ,., bY : 
Before coming to a decision ‘they had 
to weigh—not merely . to” count—tho 
opinion of those outside who had present- 
ed memorials and petitions. More than 
300 documents had een received, and the 
Primate stated that he had examined each 
one with care. By far the greater number 
concerned almost entirely the office of 
Holy Communion. .In considering such 
memorials they had to bear iii mind that 
these-came from the upprehensive. or dis- 
satisfied. It was impossible to estimate 
what would have been the magnitude of 
documents if those who were in agree: 
ment with what was: proposed had also 
expressed tnemselyes in that way. His 
Grace then outlinéd the history of Prayer 
Book revision, and quoted extensively 
from the report of the Royal Commission 
on Ecclesiastical Discipline, 1906, to show 
that it did’not deal simply or mainly with. 
ilegalities, but looked forward to an en- 
largemeat, of existing Prayer Book, rules 
and an enrichment of the hook as a whole.
